Syrian Arab Republic, Thailand, Togo, Turkey, Ukraine, Viet Nam and 
Zimbabwe to participate in the meeting in accordance with rule 37 of the 
Council’s provisional rules of procedure.

“In accordance with the provisional rules of procedure and the previous 
practice in this regard, the President invited the representative of the Observer 
State of Palestine to the United Nations to participate in this meeting. 

“In accordance with the provisional rules of procedure and the previous 
practice in this regard, the President invited the representative of the Observer 
State of the Holy See to the United Nations to participate in this meeting. 

“The members of the Council had an exchange of views.”
